HOW COUPLES CAN BRING 
THINGS BACK IN BALANCE 


emember the days 
when you and your 
partner would give 
each other a simple 
look and instantly, you'd be 
all over each other ready 
for a passionate night? The 
reality is that many couples 
experience a change in desire 
over time — but if you're 
feeling out of sync when 
it comes to intimacy, know 
that you aren’t alone!

ON HOW TO PREP YOUR YARD 
FOR WILD WEATHER 


eeping on top of 
the weather at the 
moment seems like 
an impossible task 
—it’s hot and wet, leading 

to the threat of flood and 
bushfires. So how do you 
disaster-proof your garden to 
withstand the worst Mother 
Nature can throw at it? 


BUSHFIRES 

Bushfires are a scary and real 
threat for so many homes 
across Australia. The best 
way to reduce this threat is 
to remove the fuel a bushfire 
needs. This is especially true 
for surrounding areas to the 
home. Trim overhanging 
branches, mow surrounding 
lawns and reduce garden 
bed areas close to the 
perimeter of the house. 


KEEP IT CLE 
Have a good tidy up 
around the home as well, 
paying attention to other 
flammable material such as 
piles of mulch, old building 
timbers and gas bottles. 
Take a look up and spend 
some time making sure the 
roof is clear of leaves and 
the gutters are clean too, as 
floating embers can easily 
drift onto the roof or into 


the gutter and start a blaze : 


that way. You can also 
install gutter guards to 
prevent a build-up of green 


waste and leaves in the 
gutters too, and this will 
make the following year’s 
clean out quicker and easier. 
CHECK YOU! 
WATER SOU! 

You need to be prepared 
for a bushfire by ensuring 
you have adequate sturdy 
hoses and a reliable water 
source. If this is a tank, 
you ll need a minimum of 
10,000 litres. If you have 
a submersible pump for a 
dam or a swimming pool, 
make sure it’s serviced 
and ready to jump into 
action when needed. 


FLOODING 
For those homes that are 
more prone to flooding 
rather than fires, there 
are plenty of jobs you can 
do to prepare your garden 
for a prolonged period 
underwater. 
Firstly, improve 
your soil with 
compost so it 
absorbs water 
quicker rather 
than it running 
off or pooling 


, BE PATIENT 


on top. Your soil can 
become a sponge and the 


more water it can take 

before it runs off, the better. 
Like with a bushfire, 

a tidy garden is one that 

is best suited to a major 

weather event, so clean up 

any loose piles of mulch, 

compost or debris to prevent 

it from washing away. 


GARDEN 

Try to shift the water away 
as quickly as possible. For 
flat areas, subsurface ‘ag 
drains’ within the soil profile 
will take excess water and 
drain it to the storm water, 
removing it from the garden. 
If you have a sloping site, 
carving simple swales into 
the slope will direct water 
away from the home and 
relocate it in an area where 
it can soak away safely. 


REUSE RAII 

Try to capture as much 
rainwater as possible in tanks 
as this can be used later once 
the garden dries out again. 
It’s a good idea to empty 
your rainwater tank before a 
heavy deluge as well. Not
